; V T HEN Navigation was in its In- 
fancy, and’ nothing but /ittle coaft- 

ing Veffels weté yet ‘invented, it ‘was 
fook’d* upon’ as’ a’ Sort of MadtiefS ahd 
Prefumption in Mankind to tempt an 
Element, not defign’d for them by Nature, 
and which. could. arife only from an 
infatiable Thirft of Lucre. In this Man- 
ner was pet» ate treated; not only by 
the moft celebrated Roman Poets, patti- 
cularly -Horace-and Propertius, but even 
byo Polydove Vergil, “who flourifhed ‘no 
longer “ago’thah'the Reign Of our Henry 
Vitith, and liv’d many Years in England 
till the Difturbances broke out here, on 
Account of P-ligiom. He compares the 
Rathnels of Mankind in expofing Them- 
felves to.the Mercy of the Waves, upon 
4. few frail Planks of Wood, to the At- 
tempt .of DedalusHimfelf, and fays that 
We notonly plough the Sea, bur inbabit 
##sithat, driven by ‘the violene Luft of 
Gain,’ We build Ships as large as Houfes, 
Which alinoft cover the whole Ocean; 
“that, by thefe Means, every Nation hath 
the Boldnefs to conrend for the Sovereignty 
of, the Sea, and to fight Rattles upon it, 


like Thofe upon Dry-Land. 

(; But ai Man‘ would be laugh’d at who 
fhould talk of the» Wickednefs of Navi- 
Ration and Merchandize, in this Age, or 
treat themi'as afi unnatural and prefumptu- & Stealth. This Expedition was fo far at- 


ous Infult‘upon’ Providence. ‘The Sea, no 
Doubt, ‘was ‘created for our Ufe, as well 
asthe Earth; -efpecially for the Ufe and 
Defence of Thofe who live in Jflands, 
and are genetally allow’d to have been 
the fief Mafters of the Sea, if not the 
Invencors' of Navigation , for Strabo de- 
monftrates, as the fame Author obferves, 
that the Cretans*dvere formerly fo expert 
in' this Art, that Cretenfis nefcit Pelagus 
pafi'd' into a Proverb for one who pre- 
tends’ Iznorance of thofe Things, which 
He perfectly snderflands. . He tells us, 
indeed,.that, fome> People attribute the 
fitit Invention of Shipping to the antient

Infanta of Portugal, it is well known 
that a Fleet wasfent over to Lisbon, with 
proper Attendants, to bring Her hither ; 


ut her Majefty being inform’d there 
were fome particular Cuftoms in Porty- 


gal, with Relation to the Ladies, which 
theKing would noteafily difpenfe with,the 


Night, and the Calmnefs of the Weather p Fleet was detain'd 5 or 6 Wecks, at great 


as well as the Confufion and Bungling of 
Thofe, who were intrufted to put the 
Defign in Execution, the main Part of 
it mifcarried ; for tho’ the Empre/s's At- 
tendants were difpatch’d by. Them, fhe 
efcap’d Heritif, by a Kind of Providence, 
and reduced her unnatural Sonto the Ne- 
ceflity of getting Her murder’d.

I don't know whether this Circum- 


france is recorded by Mr Barchet, or Mr 


Lediard, in their naval Hiffories, for t 
muft own myfelf fo incurious as nut to 
have yet perus'd either of thofe celebrat- 
ed Performances, notwithftanding the 
great Patronage, under which the /atter 
hath been ufher'd into the World; but 
as this Story is delivered down to us by 
oral Tradition, and is partly confirm’d 
by our general Hiltory, I thought it de- 
ferved a Place in thefe fhort Memoirs of 
our maritime Affairs. 

If it thould be objeéed, that I dwell 
intirely on the dark Side of the Queftion 
and mention only the bad Ufes, to which 
Fleets have been apply’d; I anfwer, that 
it was my Defign; for I chufe to leave 
all the great Atchievements of our Drakes 


upon it, fince it isdone only by Way of  Raleighs and Blakes, as well as Thofe 


Acknowledgment that the Sea is the Mo- 
ther of that State, asthe Doge repretents 
the Father of it—Perhaps, fuch a Cuf. 
‘tom might be of Ufe in fome other Na- 
tions, to keep Them in Mind where their 
chief Strength lies, and how it ought to 
be employ'd. 

If we come hometo our own Country, 
what immenfe Tréafures, and what Mil- 
lions of Lives have been formerly buried 
in the Sea, vpon the moft trifling and

luftriousyto the Hifforians before men- 
am glad to find Mr Lediard

SOP has given us a moft excellent 

Example of Fidelity, in the fol- 
lowing Story of a Dog. “ A Gang 
of Thieves happen’d to break into a cer- 
tain Houfe at Night, with a Defign to 
rob it; a faithful Dog, whofe Office it was 
to watch the Houfe, happen’d to over- 
hear them, and, as in Duty bound, en- 
deavoured to roufe the Family, and put 
them upon their Guard ; one of the 
Thieves, whom we will fuppofe to be 
the Head of the Gang, endeavoured to 
filence him by a great many wheedling 
Speeches, but the better to ftop his Mouth, 
took a large Cruft of Bread out of his 
Pocket, well greaz’d, which he offer’d 
him by way of Bribe, telling him at the 
fame Time, that all they defir’d of him 
in Return was only tu hold his ‘Tongue 
while they went on with a little Bufinefs, 
and (adds the Thief) if you fhould alarm 
the Houfe, you will hardly be thank’d 
for your Pains; for they will be apt to 
fay you have dune no more than your 
Duty, and your Fidelity muft be your 
Reward ; whereas if you are filent, and 
let us go on, you wiil lay an eternal @b- 
ligation upon us, and we will feed you 
with fuch fine Crufts as long as you live; 
but the faithful Dog with great Indigna- 
tion refufed the Bribe, with thefe Words: 


on innocent and defencelefs People, and 
fhould you draw me in to lofe my Reputa- 
tion, I fhall be turn’d off,defpifed by allPer- 
fons of Honour, and ftarved into the Bar- 
gain; for nobody will employ me after: and 
I can tell you another Thing, which, tho’ 
it ought to be the leaft Inducement ‘to 
Fidelity, yet it is fomething in Point of 
common Prudence, which is, that it is 
my own private Intereft to prevent your 
Defigns; for if I let you rob the Honfe, 
the whole Family will be impoverifh'd 
and I fhalllive the worfe hereafter.’ 

With that the Dog f{eiz’'d him -by the 


D Throat, the Family came to his Affiftance, 


and the Thief was taken and hang’d.” 

The Moral of this Fable tells us, that 
fair Words, Flatteries and Bribes, under 
the genteel Name of Prefents, are the 
Methods of Treachery in all Affairs, 
‘both Publick and Private. 

But to be more particular,———it is cer- 
tain the Moral of this Fable extends to 
all ¥.inds of Trufts whatfoever, but in 2 
more e{pecial Manner to thofe where the 
Liberty and Property of a whole Nation 
are concern’d; for if that Saying be true,

E_have before us a Libel which by 
falfly pretending great Reverence for 
the Conjtitution, is to cover the Crimes and to 
arm the Hands of that Perfon, who, when in 
Power, attempted to ftab it to rhe Heart.

Is this the boafted Improvement of our Con- 
ftitution!

How are the Liberties

But I cannot agree with Him, 
that oppofing Parties, which He calls 
Faétions are always moft zealous and 
indefatigable ; or, if They really were 
fo, I think it demonftrable that They 
are much more unlikely, confidering our 
prefent Circumftances, to obtain fuch a 
Power over Eleéions, either within or 
without Doors, than conforming Parties. 
The Perfons, who form an Oppofition to 
Men in Power, are very properly com- 
par’dtoa of Sand, having no other 
Cement to bind Them rogether than a 
general Convi&ion that they are purfu- 
ing the Good of the Publick, and a per- 
fonal Concurrence with each other in e- 
very Point, that comes under Confidera- 
tion; They own no Leader; They obey 
ho Commands; but every one thinks He 
hath a Right to follow hisown Judgment, 
or Humour, as He certainly hath, and 
fometimes exerts itto the manifeft Detri- 
ment of the whole Party. Whereas 
Jifen in Power have the Means of at- 
taching People to Them, without any 
perfonal Regard for Them, or any good 
Opinion of the Caufe, in which They 
are prevail’d on to engage, and afrer- 
wards of obliging Them to a@, right or 
wrong, in Puriuit of thofe Engagements 
Nay, They have not only the Power of 
doing This, and aétually feducing fome 
of the leaft firm from the Country Side, 
but likewife of rendering others fufpeé- 
ed, and fowing Jealoufies among Them, 
by falfe Reports, rais’d'and propagated 
with great Induftry for that very Purpofe.

made, that each of you coming from a +- 
ferent rd te muf without Doubt be 


inform’d of the Affairs, which bef there, 
and’ of the good or bad Conduét of the 
Derogas and Commiflaties of the Divan. 
Communicate t ore to me what you 
Rnow, and tell me cvhether ibe Gover- 
nots and Officers obferve Juitice and the 
Commands of the Law, as they ought ;

mit, I may remedy them, and deliver the 
Weak from Opprefiion. 

Immediately all the Doéfors freely de-

Let none of 
my Subjeéts fear tocome before me with 
his Complaints; for'my Defign is, that 
the World fhould become-a Paradife, un- 
der my Reign; knowidg that. when 2 
Prince is jutt and merciful, his Kingdom 
is crown’d with Bleffings 2nd Hononrs. 
In fine, I detire to Jay up a Tréafure of 
of Fuflice, that my Soul may be happy 
after my Death.” 

This Speech of Timur, was taken 
down by a Lord who wrote at the Bor- 
tom of it thefe Words of the Alcoran ; 
We give Teftimony only te what we Lave 
feen. After this, the whole Aflembly. lift- 
ed up their Hands to Heaven, and offer'd 
up the following Praver. “ O God, who 
art the Lord both of this World and of 
the next, grant af everlafting Reign to 
this jut Prince ; hearken to his righteous 
Petitions; and as Thou haft fubjected 
the Wniverfe to Him, after a long and 
profperous Reign in this World, let Hiny 
reign with Thee in Glory in the other.” 

In Confequence of this Speech, Tiniur, 
refolv’d to pertorm an A& of Juftice on 
the Perfon of the famous Doétor Mozlana 
Cottobeddin Carmi, who was, come to

Chiraz, becaufe of his haying tax’d the 
Inhabitants of Fars, at’ his Departure

placing the fork'd Branch about his Neck, 
to fend Him in that Manner. to Chiraz, 
with the Sum He had extorred from the 
“Inhabitants, to be feftor’d to Thofe, who 
tad paid it. Argoun, Intendant to Cot- 
#06 , ‘was condémn’d to be hang’d, 
_becaute of the Troubles He had brought 
‘On the People, at his Mafter’s Order. A 
Declaration was alfo pnblifhed, to inform 
‘the “People of the Deftruétion of _ the/e 
k ppanee in Revenge of the Wrong They 
ad received ; after which the Intendancy 
of the Finances of Chiraz was given to 
Coja Malek Semnani. The Emperor or- 
der'd Moulana Saed to return to Chiraz, 
to declare to the Inhabitants of Fars, 
that what Moulana Cottobeddin had done 
‘w4s Not by his Order ; in Proof of which 
Argoun was hanged as {oon as they ar- 
‘riv'd at Chiraz, 

The followitig Friday, the Inhabitants 
of the City and neighbouring Villages be- 
ing affembled in great Multicudes in the 
‘old Mofque, Mowlana Cottobeddin was 
expofed with his Hands in Fetters, and 
‘the Fork’d Branch about his Neck, at 
the Foot of the Preaching Chair, which 
was of frée Stone.

And this Arca- 
dian Prince a Brother named Felix, who 
likewife advanced him(elf from a freed Slave to A 
the Government of Fudea, and was the Husband 
OF three Queens. What a noble Pair of Bro- 
thers was here ; and how glorious a Figure 
would they make in the Hands of fome Writers? 

T am Ae more defirous of feeing fuch 
Work undertaken, becaufe the Author juft 
mentioned, treats thefe illuftrious Upftaris, as 
Vermin, Infcfs, and the Offcourings of the 
Earth, unworthy of fuch royal Favour and 
Exaltation, unable to get the Love of the Se- 
mate, or re{pect from the ancient Nobility , tho” 
facceffive Princes fubmitted to the Vaflalage of 
being led by them. 

Bat fuch Inveétives, inftead of difcouragin 
the learned Gentlemen, ate them ve 
a glorious Oppoatnty of difplaying their 
Rictorick. They may expatiate, as they-have 
done, on the Cruelty of raking up the Athes 
of the Dead. They may corroborate this, by 
obferving that a Man’s raifing himfelt from 
the lowelt Dregs of the People to the higheft 
Pinacle of Power, is a convincing Proof of his D 
Integrity, Ability, and fuperior Addrefs, 
They may further urge, that it’s the undoubr- 
ed Right of Princes to chufe their own Ser. 
vants, and Favourites, as well as’ co fupport 
them againft all Combinations of great Men, 
and the loudeft Clamours of popular Faé?ion}. 
They may add, that Prebeminence is always apt 
to beget Envy, and that Kevenge is the natural 
Confequence of Difappoint ment , from whence B 
it’s nor wonderful chat rhey mect with Oppofi- 
tion from their Contemporaries, and be deliver. 
ed down ro‘us in fach odfous Colours, by a 
Parcel of Republican Authors. 

To leave thele Roman Upfarts, what were 
the famous Mamalakes of Egypt, but a Race 
of military Slaves, like the Tarkifh Fanizaries 
at prefenc, or the Praetorian Guarda: of old, 
who depofed their Prince; and fet up them- 
felves, for feveral Succeflions ? It was a fun- 
damenval Principle of their Canfitntion, chat 
no Perfon thould fucceed to the Empire, who 
had nor been a Slave himfelt ; fo that here 
was a whole Race of Kings. who may be pro- 

rly called Uparts, 8 they had no other 
Files or Pretenfions to the Crown.——— This, 

haps. may be thought co refle&t on fand- 
4 Armies ; but it is certainlya moft remark - 
able Inftance of Men, who rofe like Mescors, 
out of Dirt int Sovereignty. 

I cannot do my own Country fo much Ho- 
nour as to fag, it affords us any Examples of 
the fame Kind; becaufe out Conttitusion does 
not allow of any. Slaves except thofe, who 
fell themfelues; but it is evidenc from theding- 
fifh Hiflery that mott ot our Prime-Minifiers 
anid Favouriteshave been New-Men, whohave 
tais’d themfelyes from private, and formerimes 
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very obfcure Families. 1 fhall therefore con" 
clude with a general Remark, or two; 


Ic is demonftrable from Hiftory, that wheit-; 
ever Men of this Chara@er have got into Pow-- 


er, no Matter by what Means, They have 
generally exercifed it with more Spirit and 
Authority than Perfons of a mach fuperior 
Ra»k, This is the Reafon, no doubt, why 
fo many wife Princes have chofen to rule 
Such Subftitwtes rather than by others; whofe 
Nobility of Soul, as well as of Blood, will 
no: fuffer them to be concern’d in many 
Things, meee the Adminifiration of Go- 
vernment requires, nor even ro comply, in 
fome Cafes, with the Humours, or "Paffons 
of their Prince ; whereas it is the Nature of 
a trnebred Upftart, not only to undertake any 
Setvice, and co bear any Ufage, but even to 
go beyond the Commands of his Prince, to 
roject favorite Fobs, and recommend him- 
elf by Works of political Supererogation. 

Ic is true, indeed, that thefe Men fome- 
times grow fo much elated with Power, chat 
they are not contented without domineering 
over their Maffer, as well as their Fellow 
Subje&s ; but then they commonly do it in 
a very genceel Manner ; . 

The Politician foins fo fine a Thread, 

That Princes think they lead, when they are led, 

If a Minifer wants to carry any Point, 
which he dares not propofe to his Maffer, he 
may get fomebody elfe of more Credit ro in- 
ft:l it into him, by way of Advice, and then 
receive it back again, in the Form of a Com- 
mand; by which means, he hath the Meritof 
obeying his Sovereign, whilft in Truth he is 
only executing a Proje of bis own. Wemeet 
with —_ Inftances of Princes, in former 
Times, who have been jocky’d in this Man- 
ner ; and cho’ I cannot pretend to point out 
any at prefent, I thall venture to prophecy 
that we fhall not be without them hereafter. 

I defign’d to have added fome Obfervations 
on a fubordinate Race of Upfrarts, called 
Scrubs, who always {warm in great Numbers, 
where the other are in Power, and cake their 
Name from doing their dirty Work, — But
